A  genealogy  of  the  Munsell  Family  of  Windsor  com¬ 
piled  by  Frank  Munsell  of  Albany,  New  York,  was  included 
in  the  July  1880  issue  of  the  New  England  Historical  and 
Genealogical  Register. 

A  genealogy  of  the  Munsell  Family  in  America,  com¬ 
piled  by  Frank  Munsell  of  Albany,  New  York,  was  published 
in  1884. 

The  present  work  includes  the  lineage  of  Joel  Munsell 
of  Albany,  New  York,  and  material  collected  in  recent  years. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The  orthography  of  the  name  varies  upon  the  ancient 
records:  de  Maunsell,  Mansell,  Mancil,  Monsell,  Monsel,  Mun- 
sell.  It  is  now  written  Munsell  by  most  of  the  families  in 
America. 

Sir  Philip  de  Maunsell  of  Normandy  was  one  of  the 
companions  of  William  the  Conqueror,  in  the  invasion  and 
conquest  of  England  by  the  Normans.  His  eldest  son  Henry 
Maunsell  was  the  father  of  Sir  John  Maunsell,  Lord  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  St.  Pauls  and  keeper  of  the  King’s  Seal.  His  son, 
Sir  Henry  Maunsell  settled  in  Glamorganshire  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  Sir  Thomas  Mansell  created  Baronet,  and  of 
Sir  Thomas  Mansell  who  was  created  Baron  Mansell  of  Mar- 
gam. 

A  branch  of  the  family  settled  in  Ireland  and  is  known 
as  Monsell  of  Tervoe.

THE  BOGARDUS  LINEAGE 


(I)  Everardus  Bogardus  came  to  America  from  Holland 
in  1633  and  was  ordained  the  first  Dutch  minister  in 
New  Amsterdam  (New  York  City).
